A $200,000,000 increase in the

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HOUSES-IN-A-HURRY 


Higgins and LeTourneau Visit 
Capital With Big Housing Plans 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 18.—(4)—Andrew J. Hig- 
gins, New Orleans manufacturer, brought to Wash- 
ington Monday samples of a material from which 
he claims practically indestructable houses can 
be turned out within a week at a cost of around 
$5,000 for a three-bedroom unit. 

Whether Higgins can proceed with his produc: 
tion plans depends upon two conferences. One is 
with Housing Expediter Wilson W. Wyatt. whose 
approval is sought. The other is with the RFC, 
which, Higgins said, has promised to propose 
terms under which he could use the $30,000,000 
Micheaud plant at New Orleans. 

‘This is not a pre-fabricated house,” said Maury 

Diggs, engineer for Higgins, Inc. “It is a unit 
form of construction, like brick or terra-cotta, ex- 
cept less ur are required.” 

Diggs and Higgins said that only 14 kinds of 
units are required build a_ three-bedroom 
house. These units can be shipped flat in a mini- 
mum of space. Assembly, including the laying of 
a concrete foundation for the house, can be done 
by eight men in one week, they said. 

The basic material is panels of non-carbon iron 
which have been given a porcelain-enamel sur- 
face. These would form both outside and inside 
Walls with a two and a half-inch space between 
them filled with a special kind of concrete also 
developed by Higgins. 

The filler material is made of ordinary concrete 
plus a powder made by Higgins which causes it 
to expand to two and a half times its normal vol- 

Thus the walls will contain a cellular mix- 
ture of 40 per cent concrete and 60 per cent air. 

The cost of the material which Higgins pro- 
posed to provide he estimates at $3,000 ready for 
shipment from New Orleans. He figures that an- 
other $2,000 should cover shipping costs, contrac- 
tors’ fees and labor for assembly. 

Higgins said he could get into production in 90 
cays, if permitted to use the Micheaud plant and 
he anticipated no trouble getting material, which 
is all non-priority. 
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WASHINGTON, Feb. 18.—(4)—Plans for a con- 
crete house-making machine were shown owner j 
to National Housing Administrator Wilson 
Wyatt by R. G. LeTourneau, Peoria, [l., manufac- 
turer, who declared the device should help solve 
the shortage of low-cost ho'lses. 

The enormous contraption, which is maneuv- 
ered onto a building site on pneumatic-tired 
wheels, would turn out in 24 hours a house with 
two bedrooms and an 18 by 11 1-2 foot living 
room. It is to be built at a plant which LeTour- 
neau is to erect immediately at Longview, Tex. 

Keen interest in the plans and pictures of the 
machine and of the test houses which have been 
erected at a LeTourneau plant at Vicksburg, Miss., 
were expressed by Wyatt. : 

Rep. Patman, Democrat, Texas. sponsor of legis- 
lation designed to.carry out President Truman’s 
proposal for 2,700,000 new housing units, was 
among those at the conference in Wyatt's office. 

“This machine is the best answer I have seen to 
date for a mass housing problem,” he commented. 

The cost of the machine and of the houses are 
expected to be announced at the LeTourneau In- 
stitute dedication ceremonies, at which Lt. Gen. 
Bradley, veterans’ administrator, is to make the 
principal address, 

Veterans are to be given preference in enroll- 
ment at the trade school, where they will receive 
shelter and tuition free, and receive pay for part- 
time work at the plant turning out the house- 
building machines.

Atlanta veterans of World War II will not join a march of prospec: | 
tive taxi cab drivers on Washington, but will concentrate on obtaining | 


permission from the mayor and council to operate in Atlanta. 


This statement yesterday came 
from Marvin Maxey, organizer 
and manager of the Associated 
Cabs Company, which has filed a 
petition to operate a co-operative 
in which most of the drivers are 
World War II veterans. City coun 
cil’s police committee is slated to 
consider the petition at its next 
meeting, Feb. 28, at the police 
station. The Maxey statement 
came as veterans from the mid 
west and east planned a cab cav 
aicade to Washington to protest 
against denial of permits to op- 
erate. 

“T see no advantage of a march 
on Washington when the mayor 
and council of Atlanta have full 
authority to permit us to operate 
in Atlanta, Maxey said. “We 
propose to present our case in- 
telligently and to let the people 


the 


termine whether or not we area 
responsible group entitled to make 
a living driving taxicabs.” 

Maxey then pointed out that an 
offer of Yellow Cab officials to 
employ returned veterans would 
not give the veterans as much for 
their services as operating as 
small business men in the co-opera- 
live. 

“We are not trying to hurt any: 
one,” Maxey added. “The returned 
veterans will make more money 
working in the co-operative than 
they would if employed by the 


Yellow Cab Company or any oth. | 


er private operating organization. 
They will retain their independ- 
ance and will in reality be small 
businessmen. 

“We intend to get permission to 
operate in Atlanta even if we 
have to take this fight to the 
highest court in the country. There 
is no earthly reason for any effi- 
cient, effective and _ responsible 
company to fear competition. It is 
basis of commerce and busi- 
ness in the United States, and is a 
part of what the returned veterans 


fought to preserve—free enter- 
| prise.”

Germany Knows 
What War Means 


FRANKFURT, Germany.—(By Mail.)—Berlin 

looks bad. Its great trees are gone. It always was 

a city of trees. Its Tiergarten was one of the 

great places of beauty in the world in so far as trees and grass and 

gardens were concerned. Berlin is a treeless city, its trees hacked 

down by a freezing people. Its piles of torn and twisted houses; 

its piles of brick and stone, from which stick broken pipes and 

girders, stand out as if on a plain. No trees hide the massive. awe- 
some damage done Berlin. 

But somehow a city such Frankfurt, or Hanau, Nuern- 
berg seems more depressing to me, more terrible in illustrating the 
tremendous destructive power of war. Nuernberg is a city apart. 
It has more of misery, more depressed people than any | have seen. 
I could not say why this is so, but it is true. 

Almost every house in Frankfurt is gone. It is estimated that 
nine of every ten houses in the city proper are too badly destroyed 
to afford living quarters. 

Germany knows what the war means. They did not know it in 
1918. They know it now. The one thing that troubles me is that 
almost every nation in the world knows what war means save one— 
our own. Maybe we do. But now and then we don’t act like it 
But Germany knows, make no mistake about it. She knows,

The great Farben building on the 
outskirts of Frankfurt remains un- 
touched. Within 300 yards ot it are destroyed buildings. It was 
unharmed. It is half large our vast Pentagon building in 
Washington. It is a bright yellow color. 

Some try to make a scandal of it. Actually, it was left untouched 
by orders. We knew in advance we would need it for Army head- 
quarters, which were to be in Frankfurt. It was an office building. 
Nothing wes manufactured in it. There was sense in leaving it 
alone. It is a hive of workers now. 

You can walk about Frankfurt or drive about it and everywhere 
there is the smell of destruction and the sight of it. The people go 
on, The trolleys run. There are a few small businesses open again 
The people do not look at the occupying force. When there are 
contacts, they try to ingratiate themselves. They are glad they are 
in the American zone. 

The German mentality is peculiar. I was at dinner, twice, with 
Germans invited especially by an officer so that I might talk with 
them. They will say such things as this: 

“We do not understand ou':selves ... the Germans are no good 
: we did not want the war yet there is something -in us 
that responds to leadership. We were the little people there 
was nothing we could have done... the atrocities were awlul... 
we did not know they were going on 

It is a whining sort of attitude. It 1s not pleasant. One does not 
warm to it. It does not ring true 

There are records—olficiat—ot wounded Americans who were 
forced to walk on crutches, with amputated or broken legs unhealed, 
across town from the South station to the Main station. Now and 
then the guards kicked their crutches from under them. This was 
for the entertainment of the little people of Frankfurt, and the 
official record is that they stood and laughed at the wounded men 
as they hobbled along or fell to the ground when their crutches 
were kicked from under them. That happened often. 

So, when you look at thé miserable people, shabby in their old 
garments, going about the streets; when you see women pulling 
crude carts piled with wood or coal dug from some cellar of some 
blasted house: when you see them, you want to feel sorry for them. 

But then you say to yourself—some of these very people were 
on the sidewalks laughing and jeering at the wounded men being 
paraded along; laughing to see them kicked to the ground; showing 
no pity or sorrow, 

So, you don't feel sorry 

But vou do feel sorry

God's name is ahead for them. You know they are getting no milk 
cod liver oil. You know, too, that when the Germans had occu- 
pied Fiance and other countries, they ruthlessly starved the people 
and the children. So, you try to harden yvour heart, but you cannot. 
You take your own slim share of chocolate or candy and give it to 
the kids. It is a gesture. [t helps not at all, really. But you do it. 
You go. along wanting to weep for them 

In Hanau, I think, it is worse. That was a city of 250,000 per- 
sons. Now it is a city of 8,000 to 10,000, Not a single house remains 
undamaged. Most of them are piles of stones and brick. An RAF 
mass raid hit it and it was destroyed as completely as a city may 
now be destroyed. I do not how any life goes on in it. But 
there, too. a few children play. 

You ‘know that Hitler took an entire generation and made of 
them little, arrogant beasts who thought it glorious to lie and steal 
and murder and be unmoral. Here is another generation and | am 
very much afraid they are going to be left for another Hitler. 
There seems to be no plan for them—that is, no plan that will last 
long enough really to reach them, 

I do not know which is the more depressing—the ruined, 
wrecked cities or the children in their carriages and at play along

Sailors Called Her 
The Rolling Polly’ 


According to news reports, a fair proportion 
of the GI brides who have come to this country 
in recent weeks were pretty thoroughly seasick 

during portions of the voyage. Which arouses memories: 

Once, and once only, I was all-out seasick. It was on my first 
crossing of the Atlantic. I’ve been airsick since, but seem to have 
become immune to mal de mer by that one experience. 

I was just a kid, 19 years old, to be exact, at the time. Sailed 
from Liverpool on an Allen liner, the RMS Parisian. That was 
in 1904, 

In those days she was an average, smallish vessel, but not so 
small as to be remarkable. About the tonnage of the passenger 
ships that used to ply, before the war, along the Atlantic coast, 
from New York or Boston to Charleston or Savannah. That was 
before the day of huge vessels like the Queens, that was the day 
when the biggest passenger ship afloat was about 25,000 tons or so. 

We stopped, the second day, at the North Irish port of Moville, 
sailing from there at noon. 

It was then we met the full force of a storm raging in from the 
Atlantic. 

That afternoon, by ones and by groups, the passengers began 
to disappear into their cabins. Seasickness had got ’em. Of those 
remaining on deck, many were hanging over the rail, greenish- 
hued, ghastly creatures. 

I rather scorned them, for awhile. 

At last there were only four of us boldly striding around the 
heaving deck. Lone one, that was yours truly. Three others, slight- 


ly hilarious from alcoholic. indulgence, in a group. 
Suddenly, my scorn turned to nausea. I! tot- 


Thea It Came tered to the scuppers and let it come. Then 
there were only the three bibulous gents: unfallen before the terrors 
of mal de mer. 

I was sick for three days. Horribly sick. Ghastly sick. You 
have heard no description, heard no cruel joke, about seasickness 
that doesn’t fall short of the ieality. 

On the evening of the third day, lying in a deck chair, more 
dead than alive, a kindly. woman persuaded me to try sipping a 
little lemon ‘juice. That was the turning point. | got better. Quickly. 

The following morning I ate some breakfast. By noontime | was 
ravenous, ready to eat anything and evervthing. For the remainder 
of that voyage, I believe I felt in better health than ever before 
in my life. 

Many of the crew were sick that voyage, as well as the passen- 
gers. A deck hand told me the ship was notorious for rolling and 
pitching. So much so the crew all called her the “Rolling Polly.” 

As for the three inebriates, the only unsick ones after ! suc- 
cumbed, they never did give in. Proof of the old saying that you 
won't get sick if you’re drunk enough to stagger. 

Aside from that rolling and the rough, seasicky weather, | re. 
member that voyage with pleasure. Perhaps I was more easily 


pleased at 19 than in later life. 

A; Quebec My destination was Montreal, but the ship reached 
Quebec early one morning and we were told she 

would remain there until late in the evening and passengers were 

permitted to go ashore, if they wished. 

So a dozen or more young men of us went ashore. We in.- 
spected the old city. We visited a bar and drank to mutual success. 

We went up and walked the board walk, on the heights, before 
the famous hotel, the Chateau Frontenac. Though we had been 
eating all we could digest on board ship. we went to the Chateau 
Frontenac and sat at a table on the boardwalk restaurant and 
ordered huge steaks and fried potatoes and all the trimmings. 

The young French Canadian boys and their girl friends. sipping 
iced drinks or eating ice cream, looked with horror on our food, 
because it was an unusually hot day in early September. 

So we went back to the ship and. because I paused to buy a 
hunk of thick sausage from a delicatessen, | was the last man up 
the gangplank, almost missing the boat. 

The next day friends met me at the pier in Montreal and saw 
me safely aboard train for my destination, Toronto. 

I'm sorry, with all my heart, for those poor girls who were sea. 
sick. In fact, I extend sympathy to all who have suffered that 
awful sickness. Because 1 remember and I know.

Background of the 
Ickes-Hannegan Feud 


WASHINGTON.—To put the resignation of 

Secretary of Interior Ickes in a proper perspec- 

tive, it is appropriate to give something of the 

background of a rather bitter feud that has existed between him 
and Postmaster General Robert Hannegan for some time. 


Evidences of this feud first came into the open about a year 
ago when Mr. Hannegan, who is also the national Democratic charr- 
man, went to the White House to complain about the failure of 
Mr. Ickes’ department to make adequate campaign contributions. 

Mr. Ickes’ department was not only at the very bottom of the 
list; it was far out of proportion to what the national party chair- 
man thought should be forthcoming. 

And so Hannegan went to the White House to complain to the 
late President Roosevelt about the poor showing made by Interior 
Department employes. He blamed it al! on Ickes, claiming that 
he would not co-operate with the campaign committee. 

Ickes, he said, not only discouraged employes not to make con- 
tributions to the campaign, but he refused to give the national! com- 
mittee a list of the higher-paid employes—those making $5,000 
and more a year, who were to be solicited. 


: : : Thus a clash occurred between 
Idealism V. Practicality the political ‘idealism of Mr. 
Ickes and the practical politics of Mr. Hannegan. 

Mr. Roosevelt, as the story is related here by those in the know, 
agreed with Hannegan that the party faced a hard fight in 1946, 
and he gave permission for the calling of a meeting of cabinet 
officers (excepting those’ heading the War and Navy Departments), 
together with other nonwar agency heads, for the purpose of 
discussing the subject. 

Mr. Roosevelt, it should be noted. was something of a realist 
himself when it came to practical politics. 

The meeting was accordingly called. It was held at Democratic 
national headquarters in the Mayflower hotel. There, Hannegan 
is said to have put Ickes on the spot by reading off the list of con- 
tributions made by officeholders of the. various departments. He 
told the group the President had assured him that he wanted the 
party treasury built up for the 46 campaign. 

Critical stories either leaked out or were fed out to the press 
at the time about the parsimony of Interior Department contribu- 
tions. Mr Ickes did not lke it. 

An undercurrent of hostility has existed between him and Han- 
negan ever since. 

This story explains the reference Mr. Ickes made in his ietter 
of resignation to President Truman warning of “a cloud, now no 
bigger than a man’s hand, which my experience sees in the sky.” 

“This cloud,” he went on to say, “is the brash criticism of me 
voiced by party members other than yourself for the alleged failure 
of my department to make a campaign contribution during the last 
national campaign of an amount deemed satisfactory . 2 

Mr. Ickes told Mr. Truman in his letter of resignation that his 
justification for refusing to give the national committee a list of 
employes to be solicited was “that such a procedure would be 


against my principles 

: Here was a clash which alone was 
Other Contributors enough to bring about deep-seated ani- 
mosities between the two cabinet officers. But there were other 
contributors to it, both before and after the campaign funds incident. 

Subsequently, for one thing, after President Truman’s succes 
sion to the White House, inspired stories began to appear that Mr. 
Ickes was slated to go. Ickes blamed Hannegan for these. Indica- 
tions are that he was right. If the truth were Known, Hannegan 
probably sought to persuade the President to get rid of the Old 
Curmudgeon, for whom he never had any liking. 

Perhaps the origin of the Ickes-Hannegan feud dates back to the 
1944 convention. They were on opposite sides in the vice presiden- 
tial contest, Hannegan being the leader of Truman forces while 
Ickes, though voting for Wallace in the end, was really out to land 
the nomination for Associate Justice William O. Douglas.

This reminder was left Atlanta | 
public health nurses by Miss Viv- | 
jan Drenckhaln, associate in health | 
education of the National Tuber- 
culosis Association, who addressed 
the fourth session of the Atlanta 
Tuberculosis Association’s institute 
for public health nurses yesterday 
in the Blue Flame room of the At- 
lanta Gas Light Company. | 

Miss Drenckhaln was discussing | 
the methods of destroying tuber- 
culosis germs—sunlight, fire and 
heat She stressed the necessity 
for public health nurses for edu- 
cating the people with whom they 
come in contact in simple, per- 
sonal hygiene practices 

The public health nurses, she 
said. should stress the importance 
of handwashing, caution against) 
public drinking cups and unpas- 
teurized milk. 

“As I traveled about the United 
States doing health education 
work, I was amazed to find the 
numbers of people still unaware 
that tuberculosis is caused by 
germs passed from person to per- 
son.” Miss Drenckhaln said. 

In. stressing the responsibility 
of the public health nurses in 
teaching what foods can be pur- 
chased for better nutrition at low- 
er prices, she pointed out that 
highest rate of tuberculosis is 
found in the low wage groups. 
She mentioned the excellent foods 
peculair to the south which are 
low in cost, citing the famous tur
